Fireward's  Report 


Three  builcling-s  have  been  totally  destroyed  by  fire  with 
their  contents:  On  June  3d,  the  residence  of  Edward  Patrea, 
the  personal  property  being  a  total  loss,  there  being  a  small 
insurance  on  the  building ;  cause,  an  overheated  stove  or  stove- 
funnel.  June  2oth,  the  "Perham  barn"  and  about  25  cords  of 
dry  hard  wood  owned  by  Harvey  A.  and  William  P.  Clark  were 
totally  destroyed  with  no  insurance ;  cause  unknown.  On  the 
afternoon  of  August  23d  the  barn  of  Jacob  Autio  was  struck 
by  lightning  and  totally  destroyed  with  contents  valued  at  least 
$1000,  with  no  insurance.  Mrs.  Autio  barely  escaped  the  flames 
and  a  grandson,  'Emil  Paro,  who  was  probahly  instantly  killed 
by  the  lightning,  was  removed  by  members  of  Chemical  Engine 
Company  as  soon  as  the  remains  could  be  located.  A  general 
alarm  was  given  October  19th  for  a  fire  at  Rodman  Schaff 's 
residence;  damage  slight,  covered  by  insurance.  There  have 
been  several  still  alarms  for  chimney  fires,  with  little  or  no 
damage.  The  frequent  rains  eliminated  the  forest  fire  peril 
last  summer.

Report  of  School  Board 


Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Fitzwilliam : — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  and,  through  you,  to  the  citizens  of 
the  Fitzwilliam  Town  School  District,  my  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  your  schools, — this  being  my  first  annual  report,  but 
the  seventeenth  presented  under  the  district  supervision  plan. 

My  comments  will  consist  of  a  brief  survey  of  conditions 
as  I  found  them  on  assuming  office  September  1st,  an  outline 
of  the  w^ork  that  has  been  attempted  since  that  time,  sugges- 
tions as  to  future  administrative  policy  and  a  few  minor 
remarks  on  various  phases  of  the  situation. 

Accompanying  this  report  you  will  find  several  statistical 
tables,  a  part  of  which  are  for  the  school  year  1915-1916  (dur- 
ing the  service  of  my  predecessor)  and  a  part  for  the  first  term 
of  the  present  school  year. 

The  school  calendar  as  arranged  for  the  remainder  of  the 
school  year  is  as  follows :  Vacation  of  one  w^eek  from  February 
16  to  February  26  ;  school  session  of  seven  weeks  from  February 
26  to  April  13  ;  vacation  of  two  weeks  from  April  13  to  April  30 ; 
school  session  of  seven  weeks  from  April  30  to  June  15.  The 
High  School  will  be  obliged  to  modifv  this  schedule  on  account 
of  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  the  latter  part  of  January.     It  will 
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coiise'[iiently  be  in  session  continnonsly  from  February  5  to 
April  13  and  will  then  have  a  vacation  of  one  week,  reopening 
on  April  23  and  continuing  to  June  15. 

For  the  early  part  of  the  school  year  1917-1918  I  recom- 
mend the  following  schedule :  School  reopen  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 4.  and  continue  twelve  weeks  to  Friday,  November  23 ; 
vacation  of  one  week ;  school  session  of  three  weeks  from 
December  3  to  December  21 ;  vacation  of  two  weeks  to  January 
7,  1918.  Without  specifying  exact  dates  I  should  suggest  that 
the  remainder  of  the  school  year  be  divided  into  tliree  periods 
of  seven  weeks  each. 


As  my  election  to  the  position  of  Superintendent  came  the 
latter  part  of  the  summer  I  found  all  teaching  positions  filled 
except  th^t  of  assistant  at  the  High  School.  For  this  vacancy 
Miss  Katherine  A.  Walker  of  Beverly,  Mass.,  a  graduate  of 
Simmons,  was  ^elected.  All  the  other  teachers  were  in  service 
in  your  schools  In^t  year,  except  Miss  Mildred  E.  Holtham  of 
Troy,  who  gives  one  day  each  week  to  musical  instruction — a 
new  position  created  bv  your  Board  last  summer. 

The  schools  at  the  "Lepot"  and  the  rural  school  in  District 
No.  10  started  with  promise  of  excellent  work  and  have  fully 
maintained  the  standard  hoped  for.  That  in  District  No.  1 
(State  Line)  has  been  conducted  under  somewhat  adverse  con- 
ditions, but  as  good  results  have  been  obtained  as  could  be 
expected  and  the  teacher  deserves  credit  for  the  manner  in 
which  she  has  met  the  various  problems  that  have  arisen. 

The  two  village  schools  (in  the  Town  Hall  Building)  did 
not  commence  the  year  in  just  the  manner  that  might  be  de- 
sired. This  situation  was  taken  up  very  carefully  and,  through 
the  happy  co-operation  of  teachers,  pupils  and  parents  very 
marked  improvement  was  brought  about  so  that  these  schools 
are  today,  I  believe,  in  excellent  condition  with  every  promise 
of  continued  good  work.  I  wish  to  thank  most  heartily  all 
concerned   for   the   manner   in   which   suggestions   have   been

received  and  for  the  highly  satisfactory  manner  in  which  they 
have  been  carried  ont. 

As  for  the  High  School  I  mnst  say  that  I  have  not  at  any 
time  been  entirely  satisfied  with  the  conditions.  There  has 
appeared  to  be  a  lack  of  dominant  leadership  and  co-operation^ 
both  of  which  are  essential  factors  in  the  highest  success  of  any 
high  school,  more  particularly  of  a  semi-rural  high  school  such 
as  yours.  I  am  hoping  that,  under  the  present  regime, — which 
has  been  in  operation  -too  short  a  time  to  pass  upon  its 
efficiency — we  shall  see  a  decided  improvement  along  these 
lines.  If  such  shall  not  prove  to  be  the  case  I  shall  feel  obliged 
to  make  drastic  recommendations  to  your  Board.  The  resigna- 
tion of  yir.  Henry  A.  King  as  Principal  of  the  school,  to  accept 
a  position  in  Massachusetts,  came  at  a  time  that  proved  difficult 
for  the  securing  of  a  successor.  I  trust,  however,  that  ^Ir. 
Elldon  S.  Moberg,  who  assumed  charge  of  the  school  on  Febru- 
ary 5,  will  measure  up  to  our  anticipations  and  that  the  school 
may  prove  itself  before  the  end  of  the  year  to  be  the  important 
and  successful  factor  that  it  should  be  in  your  local  educational 
svstem. 


I  believe  that  school  authorities  should  deal  openly  and 
frankly  with  the  citizens  whose  agents  they  are.  These  citizens 
send  their  children  to  the  public  schools — and  pay  the  bills. 
Our  schools  are  their  schools  and  they  should  know  what  we 
are  trying  to  do  and  why.  With  this  viewpoint  in  mind  kindly 
allow  me  to  submit  a  few  suggestions  as  to  certain  phases  of  the 
educational  policy  which  I  shall  hope  to  have  the  co-operation 
of  your  Board  and  the  community  generally  in  carrying  out. 

Present-day  conditions  have  materially  modified  the  func- 
tions of  the  public  school  and  many  duties  have  been  thrust 
upon  it  which  formerl.y  it  was  not  required  to  assume.  Whether 
this  is  a  fortunate  or  an  unfortunate  condition  depends  largely 
upon  the  spirit  in  which  these  new  duties  are  undertaken. 

In  the  first  place  there  is  a  vastly  broadened  conception  of 
the  meaning  of  the  term  EDUCATION.     The  school-room  and 
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the  text-book  are  less  important  factors  than  ever  before  since 
the  early  days  of  our  country's  history.  We  are  attempting 
to  fit  the  subject  matter  to  the  pupil — not  the  pupil  to  the  sub- 
ject matter.  This  involves  a  study  of  the  child,  and  a  teacher 
who  approaches  her  work  without  a  knowledge  of  the  child 
mind,  or  at  least  without  a  proper  conception  of  the  part  that 
the  individuality  and  the  mental  processes  of  the  pupil  play  in 
her  educative  endeavors,  can  hope  for  but  indifferent  success 
in  the  school  of  toda}^ 

The  second  most  important  consideration  is  a  recognition 
of  the  relation  that  must  exist  between  teacher  and  text-book. 
The  text-book  must  be  the  servant  of  the  teacher  rather  than 
"the  teacher  the  slave  of  the  text-book.  Obviously  under  such 
conditions  the  teacher  must  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  her 
subject  matter  and  use  her  text-book  in  much  the  same  manner 
as  the  public  speaker  uses  his  notes — merely  to  suggest  the  line 
of  thought  rather  than  to  specify  the  exact  diction.  In  the 
higher  grades  and  in  the  secondary  school  much  the  same  rela- 
tionship must  exist  between  pupil  and  text-book. 

A  third  dominant  funrtion  of  the  teacher  is  that  of  direct- 
ing the  pupil  along  lines  of  nelf-endeavor — teaching  him  how 
and  where  to  find  his  mental  food  rather  than  feeding  him  with 
sugar-coated,  predigested  intellectual  pellets;  in  other  words — 
in  plain  English — teaching  the  boy  a:Kl  girl  habits  of  original- 
ity, self-respect  and  self-reliance. 

A  fourth  important  feature  to  give  consideration  is  that  of 
the  health  of  the  school  and,  through  the  school,  the  health  of 
the  community.  There  is  no  agency  that  can  accomplish  more 
for  the  general  physical  welfare  of  the  community  than  the 
proper  directing  of  the  children  in  habits  of  right  living.  A 
more  direct  aspect  of  this  feature  is  the  hygienic  condition  of 
school-room  and  outbuildings — especially  in  a  rural  community 
where  modern  facilities  for  proper  ventilation  of  school-rooms 
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and  for  healthful  disposition  of  filth  and  foul  odors  are  not 
available. 

Closely  connected  with  the  above  is  a  fifth  factor  that  is  of 
utmost  importance — that  of  the  moral  and  social  influence  of 
the  school.  The  teacher  must  recognize  this  feature  of  her 
work  and  by  precept  and  practice  aim  to  develop  the  highest 
ideals.  And  this  can  be  best  accomplished,  not  by  high  sound- 
ing ''preachments,"  but  by  simple  and  concrete  illustrations 
of  the  best  practice  in  the  everyday  problems  of  the  everyday 
school  life. 

Of  course  in  the  complicated  interrelations  that  exist  among 
all  the  various  factors  that  go  to 'make  up  the  life  of  the  school 
there  are  numerous  other  considerations  that  must  be  kept  in 
mind  if  the  teacher  is  to  make  the  most  of  her  opportunities, 
but  perhaps  those  enumerated  are  of  sufficient  importance  to 
warrant  special  mention. 

These  various  thoughts  have  been,  during  the  past  months, 
presented  to  your  teachers  and  in  most  cases  have  been  well 
received  and  faithfully  acted  upon.  In  fact,  in  most  respects, 
the  suggestions  of  your  superintendent  along  these  lines  have 
merely  served  to  encourage  the  teachers  in  the  work  that  they 
were  already  doing. 

One  of  the  worst  features  of  the  rural  and  small  village 
school  is  the  lack  of  proper  supervision  over  the  pupils  during 
the  time  outside  of  school  hours  wiien  they  are  about  the  school 
grounds — before  and  after  school,  at  recess  and  during  the 
noon  hour.  During  these  periods,  if  the  pupils  are  allowed  to 
''run  wild"  they  will  forget  more  good  and  learn  more  evil 
than  during  all  the  rest  of  the  day.  The  three  remedies  for  this 
condition — aside  from  a  right  attitude  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher — are  supervised  play,  proper  care  for  the  cleanliness 
and  appearance  of  the  out-buildings  and  the  'Svarm  noon 
lunch."  Something  has  been  done  in  your  schools  with  the  two 
last  mentioned  agencies  and  with  excellent  results.    I  am  hoping 
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for  still  further  improvement  and  for  a  beginning  in  directive 
activities  on  the  playgrounds. 

I  have  already  recommended  to  your  Board  minor  and 
inexpensive  changes  which  will  tend  to  better  results  along 
Ihese  lines — which  are  gradually  being  carried  out.  From  time 
to  time  I  s'hall  offer  further  suggestions,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant of  which  will  be  that  something  be  done  to  improve 
the  appearance  of  our  school  grounds,  which  at  present  is  any- 
thing but  creditable.  In  the  early  spring  I  shall  ask  the  class 
in  farm  mechanics  at  the  High  School  to  assist  in  screening 
some  or  all  of  the  school-rooms  and  to  attend  to  other  minor 
matters  of  physical  equipment  that  will  improve  the  appear- 
ance and  hygienic  condition  of  the  buildings. 

As  you  well  know,  the  problem  of  fuel  has  been  a  difficult 
one  during  the  Avinter.  Wood  has  been  hard  to  get  and  of 
poor  equality.  I  advise  that  bids  be  asked  for  at  once  for  a 
supply  of  wood  for  next  winter  and  that  such  a  supply  be  deliv- 
ered at  the  various  school  buildings,  cut  and  put  in  at  an  early 
date.  Such  a  plan  should  insure  better  prices  and  a  higher 
quality  of  fuel. 

The  schoolhouse  at  State  Line  is  in  such  condition  that  it  is 
hardly  suitable  for  school  purposes  and  cannot  be  made  so 
except  at  a  large  outlay.  It  may  be  advisable  to  close  this 
school  and  transport  the  pupils  to  the  village  before  very  long. 
I  am  not  prepared  at  present  to  specifically  advise  such  a 
course,  but  it  is  at  least  worthy  of  consideration. 

Before  the  close  of  the  school  year  I  shall  submit  to  you  a 
definite  plan  for  a  reorganization  of  the  courses  in  the  upper 
grades  of  the  elementary  schools  and  the  addition  of  a  fourth 
year  at  the  High  School.  This  will  call  for  the  transfer  of  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  the  village  to  the  High  School 
building,  thus  establishing  a  six-year  high  school,  and  a  change 
in  content  in  these  grades  as  they  are  taught  in  the  other 
schools  of  the  town.     This  plan  is  in  accord  with  the  best  prac- 
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tiee  of  tlie  day  and  should  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  schools 
without  material  increase  in  total  cost. 

Owino-  to  the  large  increase  in  prices  on  school  supplies 
during  the  past  year — averaging  around  one  hundred  per  cent. 
— the  handling  of  this  item  for  next  year  without  an  increased 
appropriation  will  require  close  figuring  and  economical  use  of 
materials.  I  am  hoping,  however,  that  it  can  be  done.  I  have 
already  asked  for  bids  on  supplies  and,  by  purchasing  for  all 
the  four  towns  of  the  district  at  one  time  and  of  the  lowest 
bidder,  hope  to  effect  something  of  a  saving. 

I  am  well  pleased  that  you  have  been  able  to  employ  a 
supervisor  of  music  and  feel  that  a  good  beginning  has  been 
m:^de.     I  certainly  hope  that  it  may  continue. 

In  summarizing  allow  me  to  say  that  every  town  and,  in 
fact,  every  separate  school  oft'ers  its  own  peculiar  problems  and 
no  set  plan  of  procedure  can  be  adopted  that  w^ill  fit  every  case. 
Each  local  situation  must  be  studied  and  a  method  applied  in 
the  handling  of  the  details  both  of  administration  and  instruc- 
tion that  will  best  satisfy  the  specific  conditions.  To  accom- 
plish such  results  there  is  necessity  for  the  fullest  co-operation 
among  parents,  teachers,  pupils,  superintendent  and  school 
authorities  to  the  end  that  a  thorough  knowledge  of  conditions 
and  needs  may  be  obtained  and  that  a  system  suitable  to  those 
needs  may  be  harmoniously  and  eft'ectively  carried  out.  I  ap- 
preciate the  fact  that  such  a  spirit  has  been  shown  to  a  marked 
degree  in  my  dealings  with  you  and  w4t'h  those  w^hom  you  rep- 
resent and  wish  to  express  the  hope  that  we  may  all  continue 
in  a  spirit  of  hearty  co-operation  for  the  best  interests  of  all  the 
people — both  young  and  old — of  the  whole  community.

A  few  who  had  not  been  vaccinated  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  j^ear  have  since  been  vaccinated,  so  that  practically 
all  of  the  children  in  the  schools  at  the  present  time  have  com- 
plied with  the  law  in  this  respect. 

It  is  impossible  to  get  an  accurate  record  of  the  contagious 
diseases  which  the  primar}^  children  have  had,  as  manj^  do  not 
know  whether  they  have  had  them  or  not. 

Too  large  a  percentage  of  the  children  have  defective  teeth, 
many  have  very  bad  teeth,  and  many  more  have  teeth  which 
could  be  saved  if  they  could  have  proper  treatment.  Every 
tooth  as  soon  as  it  begins  to  decay  should  be  filled. 

Children  cannot  have  good  digestion  with  a  mouth  filled 
with  decayed  teeth  which  at  all  times  are  full  of  decayed  food. 
Parents  do  not  insist  upon  the  use  of  the  tooth  brush  to  as  great 
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an  extent  as  they  should.     The  teeth  should  be  kept  clean  both 
for  looks  and  for  the  health  of  the  child. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  every  child  who  has  slightly  enlarged 
tonsils  or  adenoids  to  have  them  removed,  but  when  the  ade- 
noids or  tonsils  interfere  with  breathing  (causing  mouth  breath- 
ing), when  they  cause  catarrh,  deafness,  or  the  general  health 
is  impaired,  an  operation  should  be  demanded  for  the  child's 
good,  to  prevent  permanent  injury. 

Pediculosis  (head  lice)  are  by  no  means  rare  in  our  schools. 
This  is  a  source  of  great  annoyance  to  the  teachers  and  to  those 
pupils  who  do  not  care  to  contract  this  trouble.  Parents  should 
not  allow  their  children  to  attend  school  if  they  are  aware  that 
their  heads  are  infested,  or  after  their  attention  has  been  called 
to  the  trouble  by  the  teacher  or  medical  inspector,  until  the 
heads  have  been  satisfactorily  treated  by  any  of  the  approved 
methods. 

Children  with  sore  faces  should  not  be  allowed  to  attend 
school,  as  some  of  these  conditions  are  very  contagious. 

Wax  in  the  ears  and  dirty  ears  were  found  to  be  quite 
common  and  many  children  were  informed  of  the  fact  that  their 
ears  needed  attention 

Children  with  hard  colds,  grip  or  tonsilitis  should  not  be 
sent  to  school  until  fully  recovered,  as  these  are  as  infectious 
as  mumps  or  measles. 

Parents  should  co-operate  with  the  teachers  and  Medical 
Inspector  in  every  effort  which  they  make  to  improve  the  physi- 
cal or  mental  welfare  of  the  children.

To. the  Inha'bitants  of  the  Town  of  Fitzwilliam,  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Fitzwilliam  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : — 

Article  1.  To  hear  and  act  upon  reports  of  agents,  audit- 
ors, committees  and  officers  heretofore  chosen. 

Article  2.     To  allow  accounts  against  the  town. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  for  one  or  more 
than  one  road  agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing,  and  choose  one  trustee  to  have  charge  and  control 
of  trust  funds. 

Article  5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make 
appropriations  for  the  same. 

Article  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  repair 
of  highways  and  bridges  and  determine  the  amount. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  appointment  of  a  liquor  agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  9.     To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  reo^ard 
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to  ligrhting  the  streets  at  Fitzwilliam  Depot  and  Village  and 
Town  Hall  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  apply  for  state  aid  for  the  permanent  improvement 
of  highways,  raise  money  therefor  or  act  thereon. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  from  the 
road  agent's  district  a  section  of  the  Monadnock  road,  so-called, 
and  a  section  of  the  Depot  road,  so-called,  and  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  arrange  with  the  State  Highw^aj'  Department  to 
maintain  said  sections  of  road  under  the  state  patrol  system 
and  raise  or  appropriate  or  set  aside  from  the  amount  raised 
for  highway  w^ork  the  sum  of  two  hundred  twenty-five  dollars 
($225)  for  this  purpose. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  for  concerts  by 
the  Fitzwilliam  Band,  said  concerts  to  be  equally  divided 
between  Fitzwilliam  Village  and  the  Depot  Village. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  t"he  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
taken  at  the  special  town  meeting  of  May  8th,  1914,  w^hereby 
the  school  board  was  given  the  Grand  Army  Room,  so-called, 
for  school  purposes. 

Article  1-1.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
municipal  court  in  this  town. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Fitzwilliam  Town  Library. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  paint  the  town 
library  building. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  install, 
in  conjunction  with  the  school  district,  tw^o  sanitary  chemical 
toilets  in  the  Town  Hall  where  the  present  toilets  now  are,  the 
town  to  pay  one-half  and  the  school  district  one-half,  provided 
the  entire  expense  shall  not  exceed  tw^o  hundred  dollars  ($200). 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair  and  paint 
the  Town  Hall  building,  raise  money  therefor  or  act  theceon. 

Article  19.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buv  and  install 
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an  automobile  chemical  fire  engine  and  raise  and  appropriate 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1000)  or  instruct  the  selectmen  to  bor- 
row one  thousand  dollars  ($1000)  on  the  credit  of  the  town  for 
this  purpose. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($250)  to 
build  an  outside  fire-escape  on  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall,  the 
work  to  be  begun  not  later  than  May  1st,  1917,  and  to  be  in 
charge  of  a  committee  of  three. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  ($400)  to  put  crushed 
stone  on  the  road  from  Charles  P.  Bosworth's  to  the  house 
formerly  owned  by  Daniel  Lynch,  and  to  instruct  the  road 
agents  to  open  ditches  and  put  in  sluices  to  take  care  of  the 
water. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  to  be  expended  on  the  sidewalk 
from  the  Whittemore  Block  to  the  residence  of  Francis  W. 
Crooker  and  repair  the  bank  wall  beside  the  Reed  pasture,  the 
same  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  tlie  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  be  expended  on  the 
sidewalks  at  Fitzwilliam  Depot  Village,  the  same  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  put  in  an  underground  drain  from  the  easterly 
end  of  the  culvert  near  the  residence  of  Amos  J.  Blake  past  the 
water  tank  at  the  southerly  end  of  the  Common  and  raise  money 
therefor  or  act  thereon. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the 
drain  from  the  easterly  line  of  Mary  D.  Fairbanks  past  the 
residence  of  Julir^s  H.  Firmin  to  the  brook  and  raise  mone}' 
therefor  or  act  thereon. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  runners  and  other  necessary  equipment  for 
the  chemical  engine. 

Article  27.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
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selectmen  to  see  that  any  state  road  or  permanent  improvement 
of  hio-hways  in  the  town  of  Fitzwilliam  which  are  hereafter 
built  shall  be  built  in  the  spring  of  the  year  instead  of  in  the 
fall  as  has  heretofore  been  the  custom. 

Article  28.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in 
reo-ard  to  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Day,  raise  money  there- 
for or  act  thereon. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  seven  hundred  twenty-five  dollars  ($725)  for 
the  care  and  patrol  maintenance  of  the  State  aid  road. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  set  aside  from 
the  amount  raised  for  highways  and  bridges  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  sixty  dollars  ($860)  as  a  permanent  improvement 
fund. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reconsider  the 
vote  taken  March  14th,  1916,  whereby  a  discount  of  three  per 
centum  03%)  was  allowed  on  taxes  paid  on  or  before  July  5th. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  build  or  cause  to  be 
procured  a  suitable  covering  to  store  the  town  road  machine, 
rolls  and  other  town  tools,  or  provide  a  suitable  place  to  house' 
the  State  or  government  spraying  machine,  raise  money  there- 
for or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  33.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  rela- 
tion to  the  stone  crushing  plant. 

Article  34.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  rela- 
tion to  the  town  snow  rollers. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($250)  to  purchase 
a  new  piano  for  the  Town  Hall. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  motion 
picture  entertainments  in  the  Town  Hall  providing  that  the 
parties  giving  such  entertainments  shall  use  a  pathescope  with 
non-inflammable  films  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Insurance 
Underwriters. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
fireward  to  purchase  three  extension  ladders  to  be  kept  in  the 
Eagle  Engine  House  at  the  Village,  the  same  to  be  paid  for 
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out  of  any  money  in  the  town  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, said  ladders  to  be  forty,  thirty  and  twenty  feet  in 
length. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  from  the  Estate  of  Charles  A.  Stone,  the 
income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  care  of  the  cemetery  h  X 
of  Frances  Stone. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  town  wdll  accept  the  cemetery 
trust  funds  of  Martin  Deeth  of  fifty  dollars  ($50),  the  income 
to  be  used  in  the  care  of  the  Deeth  lot  in  the  Village  cemetery. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift 
of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  from  Annie  Carrol  of  Athol,  Mass.,  the 
use  and  income  from  said  sum  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the 
Timothy  Carrol  cemetery  lot  in  said  Fitzwilliam  as  by  law  pro- 
vided in  such  cases. 

Article  41.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.
